Complete revision of the Illinois 
fish and game law’s was made by 
the Fifty-third general assembly. The 
revision in some instances brought 
drastic changes.

Diversion of all moneys received by 
the fish and game division from li­ 
censes and fines to the division for 
propagation and preserve purposes. 
Backed by Sportsmen ‘^Bodies.

Bares Capital's Plot to Crush Unions 
—Says He Kept G. O. P. 
From Doing It. 


Helena, Mont., June 30.—In one of 
the most rem arkable speeches of his 
adm inistration and of his present tour 
of the Middle W est and West, Presi­ 
dent H arding here proclaimed himself 
as a staunch defender of organized 
labor against the assaults of capital­ 
ists who sought and had expected him 
to help them break it down. 
The President said th at the capital­ 
ists of America had expected him to 
break down the position in the social 
structure reached by labor as a result 
of the war. 
“On capital’s side of the line,” said 
the President, “were those who hoped 
th at the adm inistration would lend it­ 
self to their program of breaking 
down organized labor and sending it 
back to the era of individual bargain­ 
ing for the individual job. 
“On the labor side of the line were 
those who hoped, by exorbitant de­ 
m ands and an attitu d e of uncompro­ 
mising insistence, to force the na­ 
tionalization of some of our most im­ 
portant industries and services. 
“Between these two extrem e groups, 
and confident that we had behind us 
the overwhelming public opinion of 
the nation, we have tried to hold the 
scales even—to prevent on the one 
side the destruction of organized la­ 
bor and, on the other side, to frustrate 
those program s which look to the ulti­ 
m ate destruction of private capital and 
the nationalization of all the national 
instrum entalities of production.” 


Playwright Robert C. Scott

Crozier Scott, playwright and scenario 
w riter, was found dead in his room, 
his throat having been cut.

Thomas Curran of Chicago cried out, 
leaping to his feet, “I object to any 
action on the report because there is 
no quorum present and we cannot un­ 
der the law take any action on any 
m atter.” 
It did not require a roll call to show 
that the required 77 members were not 
present and the chair sustained Mr. 
Curran. 
A motion th at 25,(MX) copies 
of the report be printed was likewise 
killed on objections of Mr. Curran. 
The committee's report was there­ 
fore placed on file without being read. 
Important New Laws. 
Seven of the bills signed by Gover­ 
nor Small are now laws of importance, 
as follows: 
The omnibus bill appropriated $17,- 
705,000 to run the state offices under 
the control of Governor Small for the 
next two years. 
The new Illinois medical code takes 
the place of one passed by the last 
legislature and knocked out by the Su­ 
prem e court. 
It has already been dis­ 
cussed. 
Ticket scalping is forbidden under 
penalties of imprisonment and fines 
as high as $500. 
The superintendent of public in- 
The superintendent of public in­ 
struction is allotted $177,500 to run 
his office for the next two years. 
An extensive revision is made of the 
state fish and game laws. 
Subject to approval by the voters of 
the presidential election next year, the 
old Illinois and Michigan canal can be 
leased for ninety-nine years. 
To pay aw ards against the state ap­ 
proved by the Court of Claims $203,000 
is appropriated. 
Uses Veto Against Brundage. 
Governor Small vetoed salaries for 
four of the attorney general’s assist­ 
ants in Chicago, one at $5,000 a year, 
two at $4,000 and one at $3,500. 
A 
total reduction of $33,000 for the bi­ 
ennium was made, cutting the bill to 
$3,582,300. 
In a message accompany­ 
ing his veto of the four assistants’ 
jobs, Governor Small said: 
“Appropriations to the attorney gen­ 
eral are used, wherever he has an op­ 
portunity, in a wasteful and extrava­ 
gant m anner and for partisan and po­ 
litical purposes. 
W henever he has a 
cliance to use public money to build 
up a partisan political machine, the 
attorney general of this state loses no 
opportunity to do so.” 
Vetoes Short Ballot. 
Governor Small has vetoed in all 20 
out of the 358 m easures passed by the 
Fifty-third general assembly and he 
has cut sums out of two other appro­ 
priation hills. Of his latest vetoes one 
kills a plan to shorten the ballot at 
presidential elections by elim inating 
the names of 29 electors in each party 
column and perm itting the electors to 
vote directly for candidates for presi­ 
dent and vice president. 
The other would have allowed school 
janitors to he paid out of the school 
fund for buildings and grounds. 
The final sessions in both branches 
of the legislature were brief. 
Seven­ 
teen of the fifty-one senators attended 
the funeral ceremonies conducted by 
Lieutenant Governor Sterling in the 
senate chamber. 
In the house less 
than one-third of the 152 representa­ 
tives were in at the finish. 
P a y Rolls Out of Sight. 
Governor 
Small 
vetoed 
the 
hill 
which would have required the audi­ 
tor of public aecounts to publish pay 
rolls nnd all other state expenditures 
annually, so the people could learn 
whero their money goes. The hill pro­ 
vided $40,000 to pay for the work of 
publication. 
“This is an unnecessary expenditure 
of public moneys,” Governor Small 
said. 
“Taxes are so high th at there 
can be no justification in expending 
$40,000 to satisfy fille curiosity.”

A sweet sandwich takes the place 
of cake and is much more 
wholesome 
f o r a c h i l d ’ s 
lunch than cuke. 
For afternoon tea 
sandwiches 
t h e 
following may be 
helpful: 
Date - G i n g e r 
San d w i c h e s.— 
Chop a handful of 
dates and 
add

Sandwiches. — Take 
two 
tablespoonfuls of orange juice, one 
teaspoonful of lemon juice and one 
cupful of confectioner’s sugar; beat 
until smooth.

The daily problem of planning and 
preparing til rec meals a day is like 
h o u s e w o r k— 
“powerful 
c o n ­ 
stant.” 
To spend 
wisely 
and 
pro- 
v i d e 
acceptable 
meats Is no small 
ta?k. The major­ 
ity of housewives 
do their own mar­ 
keting, 
preparing 
and 
serving 
all 
foods. Three times three hundred and 
sixty-five meals is enough to discour­ 
age anybody, and when the family 
complains the burden 
is often too 
heavy to bear. 
During the summer 
let us try to make the work as light 
as possible without depriving the fam­ 
ily of the required amount of food. 
In probably 80 per cent of the 
homes of America the cost of every 
bit of food must be carefully planned. 
to keep within the budget. 
It is in 
these homes where a knowledge of 
food values is so important, for they 
should have food which represents the 
highest food value for overy penny 
spent. 
In homes where there are eight and 
ten at tile table there will not be 
much to spend for luxuries. 
Substan­ 
tial stew with vegetables, soups that 
are full of nourishment, green peas 
when they are plentiful. 
A garden 
where one may go for green vegeta­ 
bles during the summer may prove a 
big saving. 
One family of nine had 
served for a meal just green 
peas 
with bread and blitter—the peas well- 
cooked and seasoned with butter and 
milk—and each had all he wanted of 
the food provided. 
This method was 
used very often in serving foods, mak­ 
ing a meal easy for the mother to 
prepare with the help of the children. 
They grew up to be sturdy men and 
women well-nourished and with fine 
minds. 
lf the mother will balance her 
meals for the day so that if food prin­ 
ciples arc lacking in one meal they 
appear in another of the same day, 
there will be no fear cf undernour­ 
ished children.

Selecting Laying Hens 


Are you running a poultry summer 
resort? Do you enjoy the company of 
your hens so much that you are glad 
to go to the work and expense of feed­ 
ing and caring for them whether they 
pay or not? 
These questions are answered by the 
feed bills versus the egg yields. 
Do 
you know which Individuals are carry­ 
ing on and which are shirking, or is 
every hen in your flock doing her best? 
How are we to gain a definite, reliable 
line on the individual performance in 
a flock of, say, 500 birds, without the 
laborious and expensive process of 
trap-nesting? 
These 
are 
questions 
which have been taking the attention 
of many experiment stations through- 
I faked a fall to j 0U£ 
country. 
According to Professor Card of the 
University of Illinois, there are several 
definite and easily observable physical 
characteristics, which, taken together 
as a whole, will quite fairly differenti­ 
ate the workers from the shirkers. 
However, these signs must be inter­ 
preted in term s of the season of the 
year to be a really correct index of 
I the hest layers in the flock. 
In other 


consisting of corn or barley and oats 
may be fed. 
The amount to feed will 
depend largely upon the condition of 
the pasture and the amount of milk 
being produced. 
One pound of grain 
might be fe I for every five or six 
pounds of milk produced. 
‘"’h ie more serious summer feeding 
problem comes when the pastures be­ 
gin to dry up and the w eather gets hot 
and the flies begin to bother the cat­ 
tle. 
This is the time of year when it 
is difficult to keep up the milk flow 
and keep the cows from losing flesh. 
Cows cannot do it on dry, dusty pas­ 
ture alone. 
They must have some 
feed in addition to pasture. 
Either 
silage, soiling crops, grain or combina­ 
tions of these feeds are used on many 
farm s to good advantage. 
The grain 
ration, in addition to cora or barley 
and oats, might well include some pro­ 
tein concentrate such as bran, oil 
meal, or cotton seed meal. Such crops 
as Canada field peas and oats, alfalfa, 
soy beans, clover, cow peas, sudan 
grass, corn and sorghums can be cut 
while green and fed to the cows. The

It is a fully established fact that 
hens 
only 
moult 
after 
they

stopped laying. This may be a normal 
or It may be a forced moult due to 
improper feeding or various reasons 
but in any case the hen has stopped 
laying before she begins to moult. 
Knowing this, it is easier to select at 
any given season of the year the lay­ 
ing birds in the flock. 
Other charac­ 
teristics which indicate a laying hen 
and which should always be consid­ 
ered In conjunction with the moulting 
and early rising are the physical char­ 
acteristics such as color of comb, bill, 
shanks, etc. 
All 
yellow-skinned 
chickens, 
as 
Rhode Island Reds, Plymouth Rocks, 
etc,, should have bright yellow color 
In their vent, eye rings, beaks and 
shanks. 
This Is partly due to stored 
fat which Is readily seen in these por­ 
tions. As laying progresses the fat is 
used to supply tile egg yolks with the 
high percentage of fat they require 
and the yellow color in the hen fades 
out. 
The longer laying continues the 
greater the fading until it has disap­ 
peared 
completely 
in 
four 
to 
six 
months of continuous production. 
It 
leaves first the vent, then eye-rings, 
then beak and shanks. 
If for any reason the hen stops lay­ 
ing the color will return in the order 
in which it faded, vent, eye-rings, beak 
and shanks. For this reason pigmenta­ 
tion may be used as an aid in indicat­ 
ing how long a yellow-skinned chicken 
has been laying. 
Under this point it 
/nust be remembered, however, that 
certain kinds of feed give bright yel­ 
low color, as yellow com or green 
feeds, while others, as oats, beef scrap 


I or white corn, give much lighter color. 
! W here beak is black, look inside the 
mouth for pigmentation. 


“Millions of dollars’ worth of fruits 
and vegetables go to waste in Illinois 
every year due to lack of knowledge 
in the storage and m arketing of per­ 
ishable 
products,” 
Professor 
Blair 
said. 
“Last year 14 carloads of pears 
in one Illinois county were listed at 
a loss due to mismanagement as re­ 
gards their storage and marketing.” 
The problems of the horticulture 
departm ent at the university, equipped 
as they will be next .September, will 
be to find ways and means of utilizing 
scientifically all the fruit and vege­ 
tables from the farm s, according to 
Professor Blair. 
There are approxi­ 
m ately 700 students In the horticulture 
studies at the university. 
Prior to the 
erection of the new plant there have 
been few facilities to give these men 
actual 
experience in fruit canning, 
evaporation, and the care and opera­ 
tion of fruits and vegetables. 
Tile experiments being conducted at 
the present time are the first of a long 
series which will be worked out. The 
research work will probably continue 
over a period of two years, It was 
said. 
Following th at time the re­ 
sults of the work would be made 
public. 
Several thousand gallons of cider 
which will eventually he vinegar Is 
In the vats at the new building at the 
present time. 
Vinegar Is one of the 
by-products of the apple orchard. Ex­ 
perim ents in tem peratures for 
the 
various kinds 
of 
fruits 
are 
being 
worked out under the direction of the 
horticulture departm ent.

conclusively the cause of such deaths. 
I t . It. It. Sayers and W. B. Yarn, 
chemist of the bureau, m ade the dis­ 
covery, and. after m onths of research 
work and actual tests upon human be­ 


ing stricken men because they did not 
know 
w hether the patient suffered 
from shock or carbon monoxide gas. 
Likewise, this was true in garage and 
tunnel accident cases. 
The patients 
are always given oxygen, but it re­ 
quired an entire day or more to de­ 
term ine if they haa carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 
W ith the discovery at hand. Mr. 
Yant said, rescue workers in the in­ 
dustries will know' w hether the victim 
of an accident has carbon monoxide 
poison 
iii his blood; will know the 
exact amount of such poisoning, and 
can proceed to give proper and prompt 
treatm ent within fifteen m inutes after 
the patient comes into their hands.

Bristol, V t—A memorial to an es­ 
caped convict is to be erected In this 
little town in the heart of the Green 
m ountains. 
The man, who killed a 
neighboring farm er in Unadilla, N. Y., 
w as John Broodt, a Dutchman. 
The 
Outlook club, a women’s organization 
of Bristol, is going to place a suitably- 
inscribed stone m arker on the site of 
his log hut at the foot of South mount- 
tain, because Broodt was the first white 
man known to have settled within the 
lim its of the present town. 
Broodt had a dispute with his neigh­ 
bor in Unadilla over a line fence be­ 
tw een their farm s. 
A fight followed 
and the neighbor was killed.

w as convicted of m urder, hut escaped, 
bought ammunition, fishing tackle and 
other necessities at W hitehall, and fled 
Into Vermont. In the dense forest near 
South mountain, a mile south of what 
is now Bristol Village, he ended his 
flight. 
There he built a log cabin and 
rem ained in solitude with his faithful 
dog for 12 years without selng another 
w hite man. W hen found by a survey­ 


ing party in 1785, he was clad in deer­ 
skin and his dog, which he said had 
been black when he entered the woods, 
was nearly w’hite. 
Broodt was pardoned later. The stone 
chimney which he built was standing 
until a few years ago and even now’ the 
dilapidated hearth m arks the spot of 
his herm itage.

MANY CHANGES 
IN VEHICLE LAW 


New Law Effective July 1st, In­ 
creases Speed Limit, Raises 
Tax Rate on Auto Bus and 
Truck Lines. 


Everyone must apply for state mo­ 
tor vehicle license within twenty-four 
hours after motor vehicle comes into 
his possession. 
The period for reassignm ent of au­ 
tomobile numbers expires thirty days 
prior to January I, instead of twenty 
days. 
Every person operating a motor ve­ 
hicle equipped with electric headlight 
or headlights must dim, drop or ex­ 
tinguish them when within not less 
than two hundred fifty feet feet of a 
motor vehicle approaching in an op­ 
posite direction regardless of whether 
or not the machine is equipped with 
so-called anti-glare lens or dimming 
device. 
Dealers can use only dealer’s li­ 
cense plates on machines operated ex­ 
clusively for sales and demonstrating 
purposes. 
Law requiring garages to keep rec­ 
ords of machine held in their place 
of business for rental, storage, livery 
or repair is repealed. 
AU bus and freight lines operating 
regularly over fixed or definite routes 
inside a municipality or between ci­ 
ties over improved state highways 
and with fixed schedules or rates 
shall pay an additional license fee of 
$1.00 for each one hundred pounds 


between June 15 and March I. Keep­ 
ing of black bass less than IO inches 
long is prohibited. 
The daily catch 
lim it is ten. 
Under the old law the following fish 
could be caught by any method, but 
the new code permits the use of hook 
and line only: 
Bass 
(black,

striped), crappies, perch (yellow or 
ringed), sunfish, goggle eye, or blue 
grill. 
Length limits for fish other than 
bass are: 
Buffalo, 15 inches; bullhead cat, 6 
inches; carp, 15 inches; blue or chan­ 
nel cat-fish, 13 inches; white perch, 
IO inches; lake perch, 7 inches. 
The following are protected against 
all but hoJk and line fishing: 
Pickerel, pike, or pike perch, com­ 
monly known as wall eyed pike, Jack 
or yellow salmon. 
The legislature made a special ap­ 
propriation of $100,000 for establish­ 
ing three fish hatcheries, to be located 
in the northern, central and southern 
sections of the state, respectively. An­ 
other appropriation of $200,000 was 
made for maintaining the hatcheries 
and game preserves.

Complete revision of the Illinois 
fish and game laws was made by 
the Fifty-third general assembly. The 
revision in some instances brought 
drastic changes. 
Besides increased 
power granted the fish and game di­ 
vision of the department of agricul­ 
ture,

Separation for the Iii st time of the 
codes governing hunting and fishing. 
These sports formerly have been reg­ 
ulated by a single law'. 
Division of the state into three 
hunting zones— northern, central and 
southern, where the differences in 
seasons are recognized. 
Provision for the establishment of 
fish hatcheries and fish and game pre­ 
serves. 
Special appropriations for starting 
and maintaining these hatcheries and 
preserves. 
Diversion of all moneys received by 
the fish and game division from li­ 
censes and fines to the division for 
propagation and preserve purposes. 
Backed by Sportsmen ^Bodies.

Freght Traffic for June Week 
Sets New Figure. 


LARGER THAN WAS EXPECTED 
p A S S E S THE MILLION MARK 


Report of Direct Lord, Made Public at 
Washington, is Indication of the 
System, it Is Declared by 
Officials. 


W ashington, July 2.—The govern­ 
ment closed the fiscal year with a sur­ 
plus of approximately $olO,Ot>0,000, ac­ 
cording to a statem ent issued by Gen. 
II. M. Lord, budget director. This is 
an even more favorable showing than 
was estim ated two weeks ago when 
President H arding announced that the 
fiscal year would end with a balance 
of ordinary receipts over expenditures 
of approxim ately $200,000,000. 
Reduction Is a Huge Figure. 
“The reduction is the total expen­ 
ditures for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1923, as compared with tile total 
expenditures for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1922, will be approxim ately 
$263,000,000,” General Lord said.

University of Illinois, there ore several 
definite and easily observable physical 
characteristics, w’hich, taken together 
as a whole, will quite fairly differenti­ 
ate the workers from the shirkers. 
However, these signs must be inter­ 
preted In terms of the season of the 
I year to be a really correct index of 
the best layers In the flock. In other 
words the best layers will have the 
highest yearly production record. They 
will be among the first to begin lay­ 
ing in the spring and the last to moult 
in the fall, and they will show fewer 
rest periods or spells of broodiness 
during the season. 
Culling, therefore, 
should be based on both habits and 
physical characteristics, as well as the 
season of the year. 
Practically the best layers in every 
flock are the early risers. 
In almost 
every case they get up a£ daylight or 
before; they are always hungry in the 
morning. A simple way to begin cull- 
i lng, therefore, would be to go to the 
i henhouse before daylight, w~ait until 
half the birds w’ere off the roosts and 
separate them from the slow risers. 
| Another guide which it is well to use 
Is to go to the house at night and 
examine the hens on the roosts. 
If 
! their crops are full and they have 
loose, soft texture to the abdomen 
they are usually laying. 
These char­ 
acteristics should only be used as a 


consisting of corn or barley and oats 
may be fed. The amount to feed will 
depend largely upon the condition of 
the pasture and the amount of milk 
being produced. 
One pound of grain 
might be fed for every five or six 
pounds of milk produced. 
The more serious summer feeding 
problem comes when the pastures be­ 
gin to dry up and the weather gets hot 
and the flies begin to bother the cat­ 
tle. This Is the time of year wdien it 
is difficult to keep up the milk flow 
and keep the cows from losing flesh. 
Cows cannot do it on dry, dusty pas­ 
ture alone. 
They must have some 
feed in addition to pasture. 
Either 
silage, soiling crops, grain or combina­ 
tions of these feeds are used on many 
farms to good advantage. 
The grain 
ration, in addition to corn or barley 
and oats, might well Include some pro­ 
tein concentrate such as bran, oil 
meal, or cotton seed meal. Such crops 
as Canada field peas and oats, alfalfa, 
soy beans, clover, cowr peas, sudan 
grass, corn and sorghums can be cut 
while green and fed to the cow’s. The 
dairyman who in the fall puts enough 
corn In the silo to last through the 
summer has his summer feeding prob­ 
lems well In hand. 
Enough feed should be used In addi­ 
tion to pasture to bring the herd 
through the summer in good condition 
and to keep up the milk flow. 
The 
dairyman who takes good care of his 
cow’s during the summer will be mak­ 
ing a good investment which will be 
realized on during the next lactation 
period.

New Horticulture Building 


When the last piece of equipment 
Is moved into the new horticulture 
building at the University of Illinois 
the university will have the best- 
equipped building for the systematic 
study of storage and marketing fruits 
and vegetables in the world, accord­ 
ing to Prof. J. C. Blair, head of the 
department of horticulture at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois. 
“Millions of dollars’ worth of fruits 
and vegetables go to waste in Illinois 
every year due to lack of knowledge 
in the storage and marketing of per­ 
ishable 
products,” 
Professor 
Blair 
said. “Last year 14 carloads of pears 
in one Illinois county were listed at 
a loss due to mismanagement as re­ 
gards their storage and marketing.” 
The problems of the horticulture 
department at the university, equipped 
as they will be next September, will 
be to find ways and means of utilizing 
scientifically all the fruit and vege­ 
tables from the farms, according to 
Professor Blair, 
There are approxi­ 
mately 700 students in the horticulture 
studies at the university. Prior to the 
erection of the new plant there have 
been few’ facilities to give these men 
actual 
experience in fruit canning, 
evaporation, and the care and opera­ 
tion of fruits and vegetables. 
The experiments being conducted at 
the present time are the first of a long 
series w’hich will be worked out. The 
research work W’ill probably continue 
over a period of two years, it was 
said. 
Following that time the re­ 
sults of the work wTould be made 
public. 
Several thousand gallons of cider 
w’hich will' eventually he vinegar Is 
in the vats at the new building at the 
present time. 
Vinegar is one of the 
by-products of the apple orchard. Ex­ 
periments iii temperatures for the 
various kinds 
of fruits are being 
worked out under the direction of the 
horticulture department.

A lfalfa and Sweet Clover Hints 
to Dairymen 


The seventeenth annual inspection 
trip taken by the students in dairy 
farming at the University of Illinois 
was made recently to dairy farms in 
the northern part of the state with 
Farm Adviser Hedgcock in Will and 
R obards and Kane counties. Among 
the important observations made w*as 
the striking one that much of the red 
and alsike clover had winter-killed, 
leaving the dairymen without any crop 
from w’hich to make legume hay. This 
condition was seen on many farms and 
is reported quite general. 
Where hardy alfalfa or biennial 
tweet clover, inoculated and grown on 
well-limed soil, w’as allowed to get up 
eight to ten Inches high last fall, it 
came through the winter in good con­ 
dition and scarcely a single heaved 
plant could be found in nny field. 
Where sw’eet clover had been pas­ 
tured close late in October, about half 
of the plants ha# heaved from two fo 
four inches, kUfling many and causing 
the others tojnmke such a w’eak growth 


that they will not produce much pas­ 
ture. 
Several examples of, this injury 
were seen. 
On the plots not treated 
with lime and phosphorus at the Will 
county experiment field, sweet clover, 
even though not pastured, had heaved 
badly. 
Wherever it had not been too 
closely pastured last fall, it was five 
inches high May 3 and ready to turn 
stock on, w hile blue grass on the same 
type of soil had scarcely started and 
would not be la* ge enough for pasture 
until tw’o or three weeks later. 
These conditions strongly argue the 
economy of growing alfalfa for legume 
hay and sweet clover for summer pas­ 
ture if they are grown on w’ell-limed 
soil and allowed to obtain a growth of 
eight to ten Inches in the fail to pr 
vent winter killing. Plenty of both are 
essential to furnish the year’s supply 
of economic protein for live stock.

Heretofore, doctors treatinu carbon 
monoxide cases have had to wait from 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours for a 
blood test before they could begin 
proper treatment.

R efugee F rom Justice 
Bristol, Vt.—A memorial to an es­ 
caped convict is to be erected in this 
little town in the heart of the Green 
mountains. 
The man, who killed a 
neighboring farmer iii Unadilla, N. Y., 
was John Broodt, a Dutchman. 
The

cf Bristol, is going to place a suitably- 
inscribed stone marker on the site of 
his log hut at the foot of South mount- 
tain, because Broodt was the first white 
man known to have settled within the 
limits of the present town. 
Broodt had a dispute with his neigh­ 
bor in Unadilla over a line fence be­ 
tween their farms. 
A fight followed 
and the neighbor was killed. Broodt 
was convicted of murder, but escaped, 
bought ammunition, fishing tackle and 
other necessities at Whitehall, and fled 
into Vermont. In the dense forest near 
South mountain, a mile south of what 
is now Bristol Village, he ended his 
flight.' There he built a jo g cabin and 
remained in solitude with his faithful 
dog for 12 years without seing another 
white man. When found by a survey­ 


ing party in 1785, he was clad in deer­ 
skin and his dog, which he said had 
been black when he entered the woods, 
was nearly white. 
Broodt was pardoned later. The stone 
chimney which he built was standing 
until a few years ago and even now the.

The following is a rare and aged 
clipping. 
It was taken from a Ver­ 
mont paper over IOO years ago, dated 
1846. 
It was found in the old Bible of 
Mrs. Leighton Turner by her daugh­ 
ter, Miss Julia Turner, owner of Sil­ 
verdale farm in Plum Grove, near Pal­ 
atine, 111. 
The story is a graphic description 
of the last parting of General Wash­ 
ington and his aged mother. 
It con­ 
veys a rare sentiment: 
“Who that has parted with an aged 
mother and received her last blessing 
as he was about to go forth into a 
land of strangers, to seek a home for 
himself, can read the following inter­ 
view between W ashington and his 
mother, and suppress the rising tear 
that starts unbidden at the remem­ 
brance of such a scene. 
Time may 
dim the recollection of many of the 
incidents of youth when we come in 
contact with "the w orld, but there is 
magic in a mother’s voice, her well 
remembered tone of adm iration—her 
kindness and unceasing care will rise 
up before him, w’ho loved her, and fob 
low him up before him as a guardian 
angel in an the varied scenes of life. 
Happy the man who was blessed with 
such a mother, and loved her—hap­ 
pier he who, having such, forgets not 
her love, her kindness and instruc­ 
tions. 
“Immediately after organization of 
the present government, Gen. W ash­ 
ington repaired to Fredericksburg, to 
pay his humble fluty to his mother, 
preparatory to his departure for New' 
York. 
An 
affecting 
scene 
en­ 
sued. 
The son feelingly marked the 
ravages a torturing disease had made 
on the aged frame of his mother, and 
thus addressed her: 
“The people have been pleased with 
the most flattering unanimity, to elect 
me to the chief m agistracy of the 
Uni tied States, but before I can as­ 
sume the functions of th at office, I 
have come to bid you an affectionate 
farewell. 
So soon as the public bus­ 
iness, which must necessarily be en­ 
countered in arranging a new govern­ 
ment, can be disposed of, I shall hast­ 
en to Virginia, and”—. 
Here the 
matron interrupted him: 
“You will 
see me no more. 
My great age, and 
the disease which is fast approaching 
my vitals, warn me that I shall not 
be long in this world. I tru st in God, 
I am somewhat prepared for a better 
life. 
But go, George, fulfill the high 
destinies which heaven appears to as­ 
sign you; go, my son, and may heav­ 
en’s and your mother’s blessing be 
with you always.” 
“The president was deeply affected. 
His head rested on the shoulder of his 
parent. 
That brow' on which fame 
had w'reathed the purest laurel virtue 
ever gave to create man, relaxed from 
its lofty bearing. 
That look which 
could have awed a Roman senate in 
its Fabian day, was bent in full ten­ 
derness upon the time-worn features 
of this venerable matron. 
“The great man wept. A thousand
